ID im article on Local Taxation in tho 


United States (Atlantic Monthly Jan. 1S74.) 
Mr. David A. Wells quotes from a Supremo 
Court decision, delivered bj Mr. Justice 
Field in December 1872, tho following lan- 
guage :— 


"Bonds issued by a railroad company are 


property in tho hands of tho holders, and 
fvhen held by non-residents of the state in 
which tho company was incorporated, aro 
property boyond tho jurisdiction of tho 
state." 


This enforces tho law of this state and 


unless tho bonds of tho X, Y and Z railroad 
are deposited in the slate where tho rood is 
incorporated it appears that the Newport 
gentleman who lm<? paid tnxos on them has 
beeu taxed illegally, but must pay again 
here-

commission in the "Household Brigade." 
Iu 1859 he succeeded to tho title borne by 
his father at the timo of his decease.

thus became proprietor of one of tho largest 
estates in Ireland. Ilis death was not alto- 
gether unexpected, as ho has been ill for 
fiomo months past.

health beciimo seriously impaired, aud ho 
felt impelled to telegraph his pliysiciau, Dr. 
Win. Day Lovell, of London, who arrived in 
New York Sept. 10. He advised tho carl to 
forsake his vessel aud seek a permanent 
abode in the interior. Mr. Duncan, upon 
learning the serious nature of tho Earl 
Charlevttlis's illuess, generously tendered his 
bouse for his accommodation at Costloton 
Heights. Ho never left tbo houso after 
being conveyed on shore.

NAVY.—The Cumberland sailed from Boston 
for the Mediterranean on the 20th of Nov- 
ember, lfvl;{. 
When taking tbo stores on 


board for the voyage, some of tho men got 
an opportunity to tap a barrol of whiskey, 
and made themselves drunk. Trouble on- 
sued: some of thorn insulted and attacked 
one of tho officers, aud were consequently 
flogged. Foote took the opportunity to form 
a temperance society, beginning with tho 
officers, and being sustained and encouraged 
by tho commodore. Tho movement became 
popular, and soon all the sailors but one 
consented to commute their grog-rations for 
money; and that solitary one, coming up 
every day to receive his grog, became a 
laughing-stock, and was soon got rid of. 
Tho spirit-room was emptied of its contents, 
and tho whole crew, with tho exception of 
ono veteran fopor, joined the movement, so 
that the Cumberland became tfie first tem- 
perance ship in the United States navy; and 
how interesting is this, when wo think of tho 
future fate of this vessel, selected to be tho 
martyr ship of our civil war; when, in tho 
terrible fight with tho iron-clad and iron- 
beaked Merrimac, with her flag flying and 
her crew cheering, whs delivered her last fire 
at her country's foes, and went down uncon- 
quered and unsullied in hero pure renown. 
The effects of tho temperance reform on tho 
Cumberland wero visible in tho excellent dis- 
cipline of tho ship, showing that tho moral 
element is the basis of tho highest and most 
efficient military discipline.
